Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 8.—The proceedings 
of Congress to-day were devoid of special inter- 
est. In the Senate they consisted in the intro- 
duction of a bill by Ramsey, of Minnesota, to 
establish the Territory of Pembina, and the in- 
troduction by Mr. Frelinghuysen of his bill to 
regulate matters in the Territory of Utah, which 
failed in the House at the last session. As it is 
almost identically the bill that passed the 
Senate in the last Congress, it will not be diffl- 


cult to repass, when it will be sent to the House 


to receive Butlers unwearied attention 
again. After this was done, the slow 
and comfortable body settled down in the old- 


fashioned, dozy style to hear a long speech from 
Morrill, of Vermont, on his bill to resume specie 
payments,

In the House no business of engrossing inter- 
est was transacted, nor will any such business 
come up till the Committees are announced, and 
the organization thus completed. There was a 
good deal of dissatisfaction expressed to-day by 
members of the House because the Speaker has 
not announced the Committees. They say that 
he has no excuse; that he knew as well 
a week ago as he does to-day 
what he wished to do, where to place his men, 
and that he is only subjecting himself to need- 


less annoyance by his procrastination, while he 
is at the same time delaying public busi- 
ness. To-night, it is understood that adjourn- 
ment over to Monday will be taken to-morrow, 
and the entire week will be wasted. The Speak- 
er has unclosed his lips with regard to commit- 
tees only to say that they will not be made pub- 
lic to-morrow, which, if the adjournment is 
made, will delay matters until Monday. 
PINCHBACK’S CLAIM ToO_A SEAT. 

Immediately upon the assembling of the 
House to-day Butler withdrew his resolution 
awarding Pinchback a seat as Congiessman-at- 
Large from Louisiana. He evidently did not 
feel that he could secure its adoption, and pre- 
ferred withdrawal to defeat. Pinchback's case 
is looked upon as different from those of Shel- 
don and Sypher. He claims a scat in each 
branch, and is playiog a game of ‘‘ heads—I win; 
taile—you lose.” He has two resources, which 
he thinks will secure his fortunes beyond a 
doubt; but it is believed they will prove two 
stools between which he I fall back to the 
dignity of private life, where great men must go 
sometimes. 

THE WEST VIRGINIA MEMBERS-ELECT. 
Cesena, of Penne yvlvania, then introduced 
resolution admitting Davis and Hogan, of West 
Virginia, to seats. The law of that State, passed 
in 1868, provides that Congressmen should be 
elected in October ; but the recent Constitution- 
al Convention ibed in that instrument 
that they should be elected on the fourth Thurs-

Of course opinions differ as to the right ofa 
constitutional convention to order a general 
election, many holding that only the Legislature, 


under the Constitution of the United States, were 


empowered to doso. Another election was held, 
therefore, in October, under the law, and in the 
two districts which th two gentlemen claim 
to represent, two other gentlemen were then 
elected. The Democrats were a unit in opposing 
the resolution, and, as Cessna failed to secure 
even a respectable number of the Republicans 
in its favor, it was voted down, and a resolution 
refering the contests to the Committee on Elec- 
tions was adopted, leaving the seats vacant.

We remember no disaster at sea or on land 
that has made so deep an impression upon the 
public mind as the sinking of the steamer Ville 
du Havre. In spite of the distance at which the 
catastrophe occurred, and the large proportion 
of foreigners among the lost, every one seems to 
realize the full horror of the sudden and re- 
morseless sacrifice of human life. The later ac- 
counts of the disaster are not calculated to less- 
en its revolting character, for it becomes ap- 
parent, as was suspected at the very first, 
that the collision between the Ville du 
Havre and the Loch Earn was the 
result of a want of discipline on the 
steamer, and a criminal neglect to take the ordi- 
nary precautions that might have averted the 
disaster. If this suspicion shall be absolutely 
confirmed, the catastrophe will take on new ter- 
rors, for the loss of 226 buman lives will then 
have been a sacrifice to the prevailing reckless- 
ness of the time. We must always take the 
chances of lightning, storm, burricane, tornado, 
and other disturbances in Nature, wherever and 
however we travel. But when to these is added 
the risk of incompetent or reckless seamanship, 
the assurance of safety is comparatively elight, 
aod disaster is more likely to be criminal than 

To say that a purely accidental collision be- 
tween u steamer and a sailing-vessel at sea is 
utterly impossible, is not, we believe, an unfair 
proposition. The very expanse of ocean, and 
the infinitesimal proportion of it which two ves- 
sels plow in their progress, renders it almost im- 
possible. In addition to this, the trans-Atlantic 
steamers profess to have such thoroughness of 
organization, discipline, and ~«ppliances as to 
surely avert it. In the case of a sailing-vessel, 
its course may be wrested from human control 
by adverse winds; it is managed by a less 
numerous crew and furnished with inferior ac- 
coutrements; itis more likely in a hundred ways 
to become uomanageable. This is attested by 
the fact that sailing-vessels are given the right of 
way over steamers under the common law of ocean 
navigation. A large and well-appointed steamer, 
on the other hand, has steam power to check as 
well as propel, to veer around at the shortest 
notice, and to answer the command of its officer 
with the docility of an automaton. its officers 
and crew are numerous and well paid, and sup- 
posed to be experienced and educated. Men are 
not overworked, and the watches are changed 


frequently enough to insure vigilance. These 


things are among the advertised advantages of a 
first class ocean-steamer, together with the most 
complete life-saving apparatus in case of acci- 
dent. The circumstances of the late collision 
clearly shows that, if the Ville du Havre had 
been supplied and navigated according to this 
programme, the catastrophe would have been 
averted. 

An unavoidable collision could only occur to 


asteamer in open sea in a condition where the 


fog isso dense that nothing can be seen, and 
the storm so violent that nothing can be heard. 
If there is merely a fog, the steamer has its whis- 
tles, cannon, and other signals with which to warn 
other vessels of its location; if there is a storm 


land a fog, it has its lights, rockets, and still 


other signals. A dense fog and a violent storm 
cannot occur at the same time, as the fog is 
always local, and must be soon scattered by 
strong winds. And, as a matter of fact, the 
Ville du Havre was too far east to encounter 
fogs. The conclusion that there was gross neg- 
lect somewhere is therefore inevitable. It is 
stated, in fact, that the sailor on the look- 
out on the Ville du Havre now maintains that 
he sighted and reported a vessel ten minutes 
before the collision. If this is true, nothing but 
drunkenness, incompetence, or demoralization 
in the discipline of the force could have made a 
collision possible. From present accounts, inef- 
ficiency on the part of the officer in charge and 
a general lack of discipline appear to be the ex- 
plavation of the disaster. The lack of discipline 
is fully confirmed by the wild confusion which 
prevailed on the steamer after she was struck, 
and the dastardly scramble for boats on the part 
of the crew. It is also attested by the Captain's 
proposal, after the Loch Earn had rescued the 
survivors, to transfer his crew to the first steam- 
er they met and leave the passengers to look out

A correspondent of the New York Tribune, 
reviewing the history of the Union Trust Com- 
pany of that city, states some facts which place 
it in very damaging position. It was chartered 
in 1864 as a strictly trust company, composed of 
men who were presumed to be models of busi- 
hess virtue and fitted to assume the trusts which 
had hitherto been held by private guardians. 
Investments in speculative stocks were prohib- 
ited, and not more than $25,000 could be held in 
the securities of any private company. Deposits 
were authorized to the extent of $5,000,000, and 
loans were limited to $6,000,000, the capital 
being $1,000,000. The manner in which the 
affairs of the Company have been administered, 
and the specuistions in which it has engaged, 


are a sufficient commentary upon the style of 
business virtue to which these trusts were con- 
fided. 

JUDGE TREAT’S INJUNCTION DISSOLVED. 

Judge Treat yesterday dissolved the temporary 
injunction granted in the case of the Gilman, 
Clinton & Springfield Railroad. The road there- 
fore remains in the hands of the Receiver ap- 
pointed by Judge Tipton, of the McLean Circuit 
Court. That Receiver will continue in possession 
until the final determination of the suit insti- 
tuted in the interest of the towns and counties 
wkich have subscribed and paid their bonds for 
$598,000 of the capital stock of the Company. 
The final determination of the cause involves the 
discovery whether the payment of $4,000,000, in 
stock and bonds for the construction and equip- 
ment, which cost only $1,500,000, was not @ 
fraud upon the municipal stockholders; and 
whether the $1,400,000 capital stock given away 
by the Directors to the Pennsylvania Company 
shall not be canceled, and the control of the 
Company restored to those who alone gave a | 
valuable consideration for their stock. 

The people of all the towns and counties in 
this State who have been swindled out of the 
capital stock in the various railroads for which 
they have given their bonds and mortgaged 
their property can read in the legal proceedings 
against the Gilman, Clinton & Springfield Rail- 
road Company the mode and manner in which 
they can protect themselves against the ewind- 
ling operations of the railroad managers. All 
they have to do is toinform themselves of the 
facts, apply for relief to their local courts, and 
have the frauds iu the management of the com- 
panies set aside, and the roads placed under the 
control of the lawful owners. The cost of this 
relief is trifling compared with the amount of 
property at stake. It is a question whether the 
$13,500,000 of railroad stock held by these mu- 
nicipal corporations shall be annihilated, or 
whether the roads built in part by that money 
shall belong to those who paid it, or by some 
other parties acting in corrupt collusion with 
local managers. If the towns and counties sub- 
mit to be robbed when the remedy u within 
their reach, they cannot complain. 


THE ILLINOIS RAILROAD LAW. 

A gentleman wrote to Taz Taisuns, a few 
days ago, that, since July last, there has been a 
falling-off in Chicago trade to the more distant 
western and southern >unties of this State to. 
the amount of 25 per cent, and very naturally 
attributes it to the restrictions ef the Rail- 
road law passed last winter. This effect of the 
law, so far as Chicago is concerned, was fore- 
seen, and, as it did not deter the Legislature 
from adopting the pro rata policy, it is not likely 
that it will, standing alone, induce the Legisla- 
ture to abandon it. But as it is now pretty evi- 
dent that the trade thus diverted from Chicago 
has gone to cities outside the State where the 
law is not operative, it is proper to inquire 
whether some change may not be made in the 
law without doing more harm than good. In 
fact, the pro rata provisions of our present 
Railroad law are likely to come before the ad- 
journed session of the Legislature on the issue 
whether the benefits of the system outweigh the 
damages or not. As railroad legislation is still 
experimental, it is certainly the duty of the Leg- 
islature to collect as complete evidence as possi- 
ble of the actual workings of the present law 
for the purpose of ascertaining, after trial, the 
defects and their influences. It is by no means 
certain that the greatest opposition to the pro 
rata feature will not come from the shippers and 
farmers instead of the railroads, 

We pointed out prior to the passage of the 
law that its pro rata provisions were calculated 
to destroy gmpetition. Take, for instance, the 
Chicago & Alton and the Illinois Central Rail- 
roads, both of which run from Chicago to St. 
Louis, but one of which is longer than the other. 
If the Chicago & Alton be forced down to its 
minimum tariff,—that is, the lowest rate at 
which it can carry freight at a profit,—the IIli- 
nois Central must give up its through business 
altogether. So of all other competing lines, 
thus shutting out from the benefits of competi- 
tion such cities or districts as would otherwise 
be possessed of them, either by reason of 
natural location or otherwise. It seems to 
be a fair question, therefore, whether it 
is right to interpose a statute to deprive certain 
localities of the advantages they have by virtue 
of their location, or commupities which have ex- 
pended large stms of money to secure competi- 
tion. This is the question that must be exam- 
ined by the Legislature more fully in the light of 
the experience furnished by the working of the 
law up to this time. It may be said that the law 
has not had a fair trial,—that the railroads have 
worked together to make it odious. This may 
be true, and, if true, some change should be 
made to render it certain that it will have a fairer

: HOUSES FOR THE POO 

Among all the funny propositions of the 
President in his Annual Message, the queerest 
isthe suggestion that the Government shall 
build houses for the Cabinet, and all poor per- 
sons who now receive commutation for quarters 
or rent, and that the States do the same thing 
for their poor Senators, There is much that is 


The poor Secretaries of the Treasury, State, War, 
Navy, Justice, Interior, and Post-Office Depart- 


| pected to have on a clean shirt and a bosom pin. 
By the same token, the representative of this 
great and glorious country in London, for in- 
stance, should be so housed and appointed as to 
all the British breast with admiration for the 
magnificent style of living, which they must um- 
mediately conclude is characteristic of the 
American people, and for the high-toned style of 
the Government, which allows its representa- 
tives such a gorgeous lay-out. A handsome 
house for Secretary Fish in Washington would 
be worthless as an advertisement compared with 
a hotel for Mr. Washburne in Paris. 

Having finished ali the houses, the next thing 
is to furnish them. If it is right for the Gov- 
ernment to build them, it certainly ought to fur- 
nish them. The President has his house fur- 
nished at the public expense, and, if the Gov- 
ernment should go into wholesale bouse-build- 
ing, there is no reason why it should not fur- 
nish all the houses also, and give the Cabinet 
handsome set-out of carpets, furniture, and 
plate. It might entail considerable expense, 
but that can be provided for by an elastic cur- 
rency. 

In laying out the plan for this new Govern- 
ment Building Association, the House of Repre- 
sentatives has been treated very shabbily. The 
President believes that, if the Government will 
provide the Cabinet with residences, the various 
States will be encouraged to do the same thing 
for their famishing Senators. This, however, is 
very doubtful. There are some States just 
mean enough to refuse to do anything of the 
sort; some of them are too mean; some of 
them might build a plain wood cottage; but very 
few would do anything The result 
would be that here and there a Senator 
might get a handsome house, but the 
great majority wouldn't have any at 
all, and this would cause W great 
deal of wrangling and heart-burning. The 
House of Representatives is left out in the cold 
entirely, for what reason it is difficult to say. 
This is a slight which the members of that body 
have good reason to resent. They do more work 
than the Senators, and dou't get any more back- 
pay for it, and why they should be deliberately 
ignored, when there is free rent lying round 
loose, we cannot understand.

The report of Mr. S. J. Kimball, the Chief of 
the Revenue Marine and Life-Saving Service, 
shows that the principles of Civil-Service Re- 
form have not only been practically adopted 
there, but have contributed largely to the effi- 
ciency and usefulness of the Department. In 
addition to the usual oral and written examina- 
tions, the candidates have been practically tried 
in the use of the instruments and tools of their 
professions. The promotions in the service 
have been made according to meri@nd qualifi- 
cations, and all appointments and promotions 
have been decided upon the competitive plan. 
Mr. Kimball says that, whatever may be 
thought of the practicability of the application 
of this plan to the Civil Service gener- 
ally, it has certainly in the revenue 
marine been productive of the best re- 
sults.” President Grant, in his late message, 
exhibits the same anxiety as in his previous 
messages that Congress should take up the sub- 
ject of Civil-Service Reform, and provide for its 
permanent and practical adoption in all depart- 
ments of the Government. It is true that the 
President has not always practiced the virtue he 
preaches in this respect, but it is manifestly the 
duty of Congress to take him at his word, and 
construe his occasional disdain of the princi- 
ples of the reform as consequent upon the 
failure of Congress to sustain and encourage 
him in the effort +o have the recognized

The London correspondent of the New York 
Times, in referring to the alarming increase of 
railway accidents in England, affirms that the 
statistics of casualties for the year will be ap- 
palling, and that the large majority of these 
accidents are due to the parsimony of the com- 
panies, who are keeping down expenses by mak- 
ing all they can out of rotten lines. It is stated 
that guards, porters, and engineers are worked 
continuously twenty, and even thirty, hours. 
As an instance of this, Mr. Bass, the great 
brewer, who is interesting himself very actively 
in the matter, states that not long ago a signal- 
man who had been on duty for thirty-six hours 
was asked when he slept. He replied that he 
put on the points and signals, and then took a 
nap, trusting to the telegraph-bell to wake him. 
If this failed, then there was the engine- 
whistle ; and if this also failed, then the engineer 
would, perhaps, send the fireman to look after 
him. The result of such wretched management 
as this is that accidents have occurred almost 
daily for several weeks past.

90 per cent of circulating notes to the par value 
of bonds, and the new plan on which 100 per 
sent of circulation would be issued on the par 
value of the bonds, coupled with the stipulation 

that the banks should, in the latter case, forego 
per cent of the interest on the bonds depos-' 
ited. Inasmuch as it is now admitted on all 
sides, that the banks do not make more than 3 
per cent profit on the whole transaction of de- 
positing United States bonds and getting 90 per
